Where only 25.6 per cent of all 
farmers were tenants In 1880, the 
figure in'1936 is put at 42.70 for 
40 states (eight not being includ- 
ed) or, an increase of almost 100 
per cent. 


Resettlement administration of- 


ficials say the percentage trend 
upward, but not the increase in 


actual numbers of tenants, was 
checked in the period from 1930 
to this year for the first time in 
50 years, The percentage fell by 
the negligible fraction of 
one- 


tenth of 1 per cent due to the 
sharp increase in the number of 
all farms. This presumably was 
caused by the "back-to-the farm" 
movement brought on by the de- 
pression. 


The significant thing, however, 


these officials explain, is that the 
total number of tenants has jump- 
ed by about 168,000 since 1930. 


Today 2,130,606 farmers are ten- 


ants, 
their 
patches 
stretching 


from the Canadian border to the 
Rio Grande, against 1,962,641 in 
1930. Too, and contrary to gen- 
eral view, tenancy Is by no means 
confined to the old south, but has 
spread the country over. 


In Iowa, the percentage of ten- 
ants now Is put at 49.6 and in 
Nebraska at 49;3. In both states 
a gain of substantially 2 per cent

bill to subsidize soil conser- 
vation—backed by the new 
deal to replace AAA—was 
passed today by the senate. 


It now goes to the house 


where democratic leaders 
forecast early consideration. The 
vote on passage was 56 to 20. 
Just before the final ballot of 
approval, the seriate rejected 54 
to 21 a motion by Senator Mc- 
Nary. the Republican leader, to re- 
turn the measure to committee 
with instructions to report out a 
new bill in three weeks. 
McNary said the administration 
measure was 
"unworkable 
and 


unconstitutional." 
He urged a bill be worked out 
from proposals of his own, of 
George Peek, former trade adviser 
to the administration, and others. 
The bill authorizes the expendi- 
ture of $500,000,000 annually to 
administer a temporary and per- 
manent plan of subsidies measured 
by tha acreage of crop land, acre- 
age of soil-improving or erosion- 
preventing production entering do- 
mestic channels. 
Under the two-year temporary 
plan, the secretary of agriculture 
would be given very broad powers 
to make the grants to farmers 
through old AAA or state person- 
nel. State co-operative or perma- 
nent plans, 
however, could 
ba 
adopted by state legislatures any 
time before the two years are up. 
They would be subject to federal 


Jan. 
1, 1928, payments 
would be made only to states that 
took affirmative action. 


Temporary Feature Attacked. 
The temporary feature of the 
bill was'attacked by opponents as 
unconstitutional and as attempt- 
ing to do indirectly what the su- 
preme court said congress could 
not do directly—regulate farm pro- 
duction—since this was a state 
matter. 


Supporters held it to be a valid 
exercise of legislative power under 
the court's interpretation of con- 
gress' appropriating authority. 


An actual appropriation for the 
program will be offered as an 
amendment to the independent of- 
fices supply bill awaiting senate 
action. 


The senate earlier rejected • 45 
to 28 a proposal 
which would 


------ ^M.,..,.*, on lands taken 
out of production of crops under 
the soil conservation-subsidy farm 
bill. 


Offered by Senator McNary, the 
Republican leader, and supported 
by Democrats 
and Republicans 
from dairy states, the amendment 
was designed to forestall an "un-, 
bridled 
production of 
legumes" 
which may materially 
increase 
dairy production. 


The amendment also would have 
barred the harvesting from soil- 
conserving farms of any crops in- 
tended for sale.

Vote Expected In 


Senate Saturday 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—tfP)— 
Summoning the senate into ses- 
sion an hour earlier than custom- 
ary, Democratic leaders determin- 
ed to snap the $500,000,000 farm 
aid bill through that chamber to 
day without fail. 
By dusk yesterday they 
had 


driven it almost to the point of a 
vote, but a few amendments and 
motions remained to be acted 
upon, so they deferred further dis- 
cussion until the session starting 
at 11 a. m. today.

246,000 gallons of gasoline swept 
downstream out of control by the

of the jam. 
There was no loss of life, how- 
ever. 
A small tanker, the Texas Com- 
pany's Haven Belle, was tilted to 
a dangerous angle by the ice be- 
neath its bow. and today lay atop 
the ice, directly in the path of the 
rising water. 
Smaller craft were smashed and 
thousands of dollars damage done 
by the grinding floes which threw 
three barges through the side of 
a Buxton Line warehouse. 
Another ship, the Buxton Line 
ferighter Carolina, after being un- 
accounted for during several hours, 
early this morning whistled for a 
mooring after breasting the strong 
current off the waterfront termi- 
nal docks. 
Going out without warning near 
midnight, the ice and water tore 
the vessels from their moorings 
and sent them tossing downstream 
amid the grinding ice cakes. A 
tug, the Mary Steele. was sunk in 
the midst of the pack. 
The 2,000-ton Eastern Steamship 


liner 
Norwalk, 
with 
45 men 
aboard, was swept aground at 
Three Shade Farm, and one and 
one-half miles below Richmond, 
after going down stream out of 
control. 


The Richmond ceflar works tug 
Mary Belle was snatched loose 
from her wharf, hurled against I 
the pumping station of the Tobac- 
co By-Products & Chemical Com- j 
pany, and whirled away to sink 
in midstream with no one aboard. 
Three boats carried downstream 


were unreported. Oen of these, 
the Texas Company tanker Rich- 
mond, with 246,000 gallons of gas- 
oline aboard, was last seen drift- 
ing stern first in the welter of 
the ice and water.

when the ice jam went out, but 
apparently fared better than the 
Norwalk In being able to make 
her way back up steram after the 
Norwalk grounded. 


An oil barge of the Koolmotor 
Company also was carried away, 
empty and unmanned, and was 
still unreported early today.

; done much for art, architec- 


ture, literature, science and 
' graceful living. In rebent 


times, European and Ameri- 


. can men of wealth and leis- 
; ure have been great bene- 


factors of education, art and 
culture in general. 


A modern historian, how- 


ever, may stir up this pud- 
dle of commonplace fact by 
asking, "What is civiliza- 
tion?" He may think a real 
civilization would be 
one 


without any special class, 
perhaps with not so high a 
top or so deep a bottom, 
but 
with 
a 
reasonable 


amount of leisure, education 
and decent 
living 
spread 


through all classes.

Morgan,

our national unity. 


No state will be likely to

amount of interest, or any of the 
keen enjoyment belonging to ev- 
ery Texan throughout the cele- 
bration of the centennial exposi- 
tion. 


In a letter from Mrs. J. Frank 


dobie, state conservation •chair- 
man" of the Texas Federation of 
Garden Clubs, at a meeting of 
the 
Corsicana 
Garden 
Club, 


Thursday afternoon, Mr*. Dobie 
said: 
' Affords. Great Opportunity. 
This centennial year 
affords 


opportunity 
for 
conservation 


work of a particularly interesting 
nature. There are two ways to 
celebrate the centennial. One is 
to make Texas a show place for 
visitors during a single year. The 
other Is to honor the makers of 
Texas by preserving the past and 
building to the future. In con- 
serving the plant life native to 
Texas and in making Texas yet 
more beautiful, garden clubs can 
have a large part.

shrubs that afford feed for birds, 
a thick covert, and water. 


If there is any old garden near 


you, 
particularly one of historic 


Interest, restore It in its old out- 
lines, as far aa may be with 
the kinds of plants that grew 
there. 
Plant some native «hrub«, small 


flowers or trees in your own gar- 
den.Urge local nurserymen to grow 
native plants. 


Meet with farm men and wom- 


en, and suggest that they plant a 
fence line of lantana, agrito, de- 
clduoud yaupon, 
or 
something 


else, or at least leave to stand 
the plants that grow from bird* 
sown seed. 
Establish a study 
course 
on 
Texas wild flowers in your club 
and In the 
public 
schools. To 


know the wild flowers is to value 
them. Two good books are avail- 
able: Texas Wild Flowers, by El- 
len Schulz (Mrs. Roy Quillin), of 
San Antonio, and Texas Flowers 
.in natural colors, by Eula White- 
house, of Austin.

house's book contains 200 colored 
illustrations. 
Hold a poster contest hi your 


schools on conservation. Give a 
prize for the best essay written 
by a school child on the subject. 


Request clubs not to use wild 


flowers for party decoration. 


Urge your city government and 


other public agencies not to cut 
down fine trees. 
Send a report of your activities 


before the spring state meeting to 
the undersigned,"

loss recognized upon the sale o 
exchange of a capital asset shal 
be taken Into account In com 
putlng net income: 100 per cen 
if the capital asset has been held 
for not more than 1 year; 8 
per cent If the capital asset has 
been' held for more than 1 yea 
but not for more than 2 years 
60 per cent if the capital asse 
has been held for more than 2 
years but not for more than 5 
years; 40 per cent if the capita 
asset has been held for mor 
than 5 years but not for more 
than 10 years; 30 per cent if the 
capital • asset has been held for 
more than 10 years. 


Section 117 (b) defines capita 


asset* as property held by the 
taxpayer (whether or not con- 
nected—with his trade or busi- 
ness), but does not include stock 
in 'trade of the taxpayer or other 
property of a kind which would 
properly be included in the 
in- 


ventory of the taxpayer 
if on 


hand at the close of the taxable 
year, or property held by the tax- 
payer primarily for sale to cus- 
tomers in the ordinary course o: 
his trade or business. 
In this 


definition the length of time the 
asset was held by the taxpayer 
is • disregarded. 


Section 
117 (c) provides 
the 


rules for determining the period 
for which a capital asset has 
been held and is similar to the 
provisions of section 101 (c) (8) 
of the' Revenue Act of 1932. These 
provisions are in general to the

the loss leave the owner-in doubt 
as to whether it was stolen or lost, 
the claim would not be allowed-. 


Losses from the wagering trans- 
actions are allowable only to the 
extent of the gains from sucti 
transactions. 
A loss Is deductible only in the 


year in which it is sustained, even 
though, as in'the case ot a theft 
or casualty, it may not be discov- 
ered until a later year. 
Losses 
compensated for by Insurance or 
otherwise, of- course, are not de- 
ductible. 
However, in the event 


the amount of insurance Is not 
sufficient to recompense for the 
loss sustained, the excess of the 
loss over the amount of the in- 
surance is deductible, 


In general'losses for which an 
amount may be deducted for in- 
come 'tax purposes must be evi- 
denced by closed and completed 
transactions, fixed by identifiable 
events, bona fide and actually sus- 
tained during the taxable period 
for which claimed. For instance, 
a person possessing stock of a 
corporation 
cannot deduct from 
gross Income any amount claimed 
as a loss merely on account of 
shrinkage in value of such stock 
through fluctuation of the market 
or otherwise. 
The loss allowable 
in. such cases .Is that actually suf- 
fered when the stock is disposed 
of. If stock of a corporation be- 
comes worthless, its cost or other 
basis Is deductible by the owner 
for the taxable year In which the 
stock becomes worthless, provided 
a satisfactory showing !>• made 
of Its wordlessness. 
A loss on 
iccount of stock becoming worth- 
ess is deductible only for the tax- 
able year in which the stock be- 
comes worthless and not for any 
other year, regardless of the fact 
;hat there" may not be income for 
the year In which the stock be- 
comes worthless against which"to 
apply such loss. 
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Deduction For Bad Debt*. 
Bad debts constitute a conslder- 


ible item in the returns of many 
axpayers and may be treated in 
one of two ways—either by de- 
duction from groas Income in. re- 
spect to . debts ascertained to be 
worthless either in whole or in 
part, or by a deduction of- a rea- 
tonable addition to a reserve for 
>ad debts. Taxpayers were given 
an option for 1921 to select either 
of the two methods. The method 
ised in the return for 1921 must 
>e used in returns for subsequent 
'ears unless permission is grant- 
ed by the commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue to change tothe other 
method. Application

must be made at least 30 days 
prior to the close of the taxable 
rear for which the change la to 
be effective.

Culver's survivors include his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. G. C. Cul- 
ver of Dallas; two sisters, Miss 
Ruth Culver of Dallas, and Mrs.

the bodies of Ethiopian regulars, 
clad in Khaki. 
, With their vital salients lost, 
the 
Ethiopian 
defenders 
with- 


drew within Amba Aradam itself, 
while' the Italians swarmed closer 
despite the 
tropical, downpours 


which washed out roads, bogged 
supply trucks and even grounded 
the airforces. 


The main body of Ethiopians 
started a retreat toward Antalo, 
south' of Amba Aradam, Friday 
while. Ras Mulugheta and 10,000 
of his Imperial guard held the 
mountain fortress. 


Holding out as long- as' possible 
the Ethiopians finally relinquished 
their last stand yesterday and 
fled to the south, behind their 
fellows, while dusk fell through 
the valleys and ravines piercing 
the mountainside. 


Set Flag on Peak. 
Through the cloud* and mists 


enshrouding the mquntalntop, the 
Alpine troops raced' up one aide 
of the slopes, the Blackshirts up 
the other, to set up the Italian 
standard at the peak.

Artillery attacks all along the 


20-mile line from Makale to Amba 
Aradam had paved the way for 
the final occupation, the Ethiopian 
positions being shelled mercilessly 
while airplanes dropped hundreds 
of tons of bombs before being 
grounded. 


The Fascist• fighter* 
looked 


down from Amba Aradam, a mas- 
sive, stone, flat topped barrier 
9,000 feet high over an open path 
to the fertile plain stretching to- 
ward Amba Alajf, the next Italian 
objective, about 40 miles distant. 


The Italians also controlled a 


path' across the Zalcaba plateau,. 
stretching to the west behind.the 
40,000 fighters under Ras -Se'youm 
who have been campaigning In 
the Tembeln sector,

mies in the north seemed ended, 
and in View of the approaching 
spring and summer rainy season, 
the Italians said the latest offen- 
sive might be the last serious 
fighting until September.
